sition of the Monroe doctrine and re­ 
parations, the t wo subjects whicii have 
been the main obstacles to the com­ 
pletion of the treaty. 


Tt is learned there has recently boon 
a revival of certain propositions and 
arguments, which has tried the pa­ 
tience of some of the participants in 
ttho deliberations. 
But 
apparently 
new Ideas havo boon exhausted, and 
there are signs of the rapid approach 
of the end of the discussions. 


Therefore, ft is expected President 
Wilson, whom some of the French 
newspapers, as well as some influen­ 
tial British papers have held respon­ 
sible in a measure for the delays, Is 
about to exorcise the powers, which 
goes with the responsibility, to make 
an end to the delays. 


The most stubbornly contested sub­ 
ject was that of reparations. 
It Is 
suggested that the delay in this caso 
cannot he charged up to the Ameri­ 
cans, but rather to the pre-election 
promises of Mr. Lloyd George and M.

International Relations Will Be an Impor- 


tant University Study Now 


By NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER. Pcc.'t Columbia Uoivenity 


Unless all signs fail, among the most important 


university subjects of study in the immediate future 
are to be international relations, including international 
law and public law, both constitutional and adminis- 
trative, particularly in its comparative aspects. 


The new international movement, so far as it is 


healthy and sound, is founded upon a common respect 
for law and justice, a common interest in the steady 
improvement of individual nations and the promo- 
tion of their satisfaction arid happiness, and upon an 
earnest purpose to unite the forces of reason and right- 


eousness for the removal of causes of international war, and for the sup- 
pression of international war itself. 


That the universities are to play a powerful part in carrying forward 


these movements can hardly be doubted. In many lands the universities 
have already shown themselves to be the active centers of interest in inter- 
national life and international relations. 


The danger to be guarded against is lest a shallow and superficial 


sentimentalipm shall usurp the place which belongs to reasonableness and 
to straight thinking. 
The world will not be made either wise or happy 


in a day, nor will its wisdom and happiness be assured by judicial decree, 
legislative enactment or international agreement, however judicious and 
well supported these may seem, to be. 


"Americanism in United States Must Be 


to Us a Political Religion" 


By FRANKLIN K. LANE, Secretary of Interior 


That there are today over seven million persons in the United States 


above ten years of age unable to read or write English, including those 
who cannot even speak or understand our language, proclaims an indefen- 
sible indifference to civic responsibility on the part of the average Amer- 
ican. The native Americans, those men into whom traditions of liberty 
have been sunk by experience of generations, are primarily responsible 
for whatever indifference has been shown by this nation in the education 
and enlightenment of those whom they have invited to these shores. Upon 
us is the responsibility; ours the responsibility and ours the opportunity. 


"We know now that there is no such thing as Americanism, unless 


Americanism is in our souls. Ws have got to feel it first, and then we 
have got to put it out among other people. We want now to give a new 
significance to that word. 
"We want it to mean help; we want it to mean 


sympathy; we want it to mean understanding; we want it to mean large- 
ness of view. We want it to mean not patronage bat the largest human 
fellowship. 


America is an inspiration. 
America is a spirit. 
America is some- 


thing mystical which lives in the heavens. 
It is the constant and con- 


tinuous searching of the human heart for the thing that is better. We 
are compelled to move on and on by something that we know not of. That 
is the essence of Americanism. 
Take out of our hearts the belief that 


the "Battle llyuin of the Ker-ublic" is true, that God's truth is marching 
on, and you defeat America, but until you "take that from us the real 
America cannot be beaten in battle. 


We arc trying a great experiment in the United States. We are fash- 


ioning a new people. We are doing the unprecedented thing in saying 
that Slav, Teuton, Celt and the other races that make up the civilized 
world are capable of being blended here, and we say this upon the theory 
that blood alone does not control the destiny of man, that out of his 
environment, his education, the food that he eats, the neighbors that he 
has, the work that he does, there can be formed and realized a spirit, an 
ideal which will master his blood. 


Americanism in the United States must be to us a political religion. 
And "it is our function to be the preachers of this gospel: Now be- 


cause man has liberty in his hands—because he has the right to deter- 
mine his own destiny—now the day of freedom is at hand, and he can 
make this world what he wants it to be.

A HOMEMADE DOLL'S HOUSE. 


By HILDA BUSICK. 


A friend of mine entered her five- 


year-old son in a kindergarten. 
She 


took him there*every day, and once in 
a while stayed with her three-year-old 
daughter to visit. Noticing that the 
children wt»re happy because they were 
busy with work which appealed to 
them,'and that the doll's house was 
frequently the. center of attraction, 
she decided to allow her little ones to 
make jl house at home. So for 20 cents 
two wooden egg boxes were sccu^frd 
from the grocer, amid much excite- 
ment on the part of the children. 


Tho boxes were taken straight to 


the children's corner, and it was de- 
cided that work should be done on 
Iheiu on rainy days only, and that the 
children were to do all the work if 
possible. 


At their dictation, mother made n 


list of the things they intended to dr>: 
Paint the outside of the boxes white; 
UZ*Se a curtain across tlie front; have 
n kitchen, dining room, sitting room 
nnd bedroom; paper the rooms; m:ike 
rugs for the doors, and make furniture 
for the different rooms. The next thins 
to do was to prepare n list of the vn-. 
pious materials needed: Paint, paper, 
scissors, thumb tacks, cardboard boxes, 
spools, glue, scalloped-edged tissue- 
paper napkins for window curtains, 


white oilcloth, Jap-a-lac, and so on. 
These lists were not completed at once, 
but added to as the children thought 
of things, or as new things were made 
for the kindergarten doll house, which 
served as their model. 


Training in Memory. 


All this was splendid training In 


rnemory and In concentration, for It 
kept the attention directed toward one 
object and at the same time it was suf- 
ficiently varied work not to become 
monotonous. 
It also developed skill 


In the use of the hands. Mother, who 
was just as enthusiastic as the chil- 
dren, would occasionally suggest some- 
thing of which they had not thought, 
and sometimes, In their walks, they 
would stop at shop windows to play a 
new game which this occupation had 
suggested, "finding treasures for the 
doll house." 


The children were allowed to ask the 


shop clerks for the material, and some- 
times they paid for it with their own 
money, for mother knew that, like 
"grown-ups," they would prize things 
more if they bought them with money 
of their own than if the things were 
given to them. In this way the boy 
learned to count, and both realized, to 
a slight degree at least, the relation 
between value and price; also thaf" 
they could buy only what they could 
afford. 


For example, one day they planned 


to buy a paint brush with five pennies 
they had saved together. When they 
reached the store they noticed first a 
large, attractive brush, but found it 
was ten c^nts.

The wall- 
paper was cut from a samplebook 
given by a neighboring wall-paper firm, 
blue and white- tiled paper for the 
kitchen, flowered paper for the other 
rooms. Hugs were cut from mail-order 
catalogues and pasted on stiff card- 
board. 
Tables, chairs and bed were 


mau*fe of paper boxes, with spool legs. 
The kitchen sink was made, of a small 
tin box fastened to the wall, with two 
square brass hooks, inverted, to repre- 
sent hot and cold water faucets. 


This house was kept for several 


years, but the Interior was constantly 
changed as the children became more 
elllcient in hand-work. There was no 
whining, "What shall we do?" They 
would play i<>r long periods at this fa- 
vorite occupation, while mother sat by 
and mended and made their clothes. 
She, for her part, never became irri- 
table when they interrupted for legiti- 
mate assistance, for she realized the 
wonderful lessons they were constant- 
ly "learning.

HUN BOOBY TRAPS 


Left When Armies Were Driven 


From France. 


LIFT OFF CORNS! 


Detection of Contrivances Which Had 


No Part in Civilized Warfare Was 


Made Work of Special 


Organization. 


Detection by British army Investi- 


gators ol' German "booby traps" saved 
tlie lives; of many nn otlicer or mail 
of the Biitish armies (.Hiring the period 
when the Germans were retreating 
from France. 


"I am convinced," says one officer, 


"that we nipped many of the llim's 
favorite plans hy capuiriiig near Bray 
a little factory \vhvre he made his 
'booby traps.' 
When we occupied It 


we learned much from the partly'com- 
pleted traps we found lying about the 
place. 


"One of them was an iron plate. 


This the wily llun dropped in a road- 
way so thai it would likely be trod 
upon by soldier or horse of our ad- 
vancing troops. 
The plate was iu 


two parts, with a spriuji inside, and 
usually contained a detonator connect- 
ed with a heavy charge of explosive. 
When the wefjjlit of the foot was re- 
moved the spring slipped into place 
and exploded the detonator, and the 
damage was done. 


"These spring detonators were the 


Germans' specialty. They consisted of 
a tube containing a little spring with 
a hook at one end. Attached to the 
hook was a string or wire connecting 
with the explosive charge. 
Any ar- 


rangement by which the spring could 
be distended and then suddenly con- 
tracted served to jerk the string, and 
the charge was exploded. 


"One night I received a call from our 


lieutenant colonel who had spent the 
day directing movements from a re- 
cently captured German dugout. lie 
told me he was nervous, and believed 
he was associating with a 'booby,' and 
asked me to send him a squad of engi- 
neers to look it over. I went myself. 


"The colonel sat in the dugout, about 


ten feet down, on a chair by a table. 
Directly in front «f the chair was a 
petrol can, and it was the can he 
feared. He had noticed it early in the 
morning when the dugout was first oc- 
cupied, but had no time to examine it 
until evening. Then he found nothing, 
but he had a 'hunch' that it was a 
trap and wanted expert assistance. 


"I dug a little trench around the 


can, but could find no wires, and then 
tapped it, but received no sound other 
than that which might come from any 
old empty can. There was nothing to 
do but open It, and, borrowing the 
colonel's can opener, I went at it as 
gingerly as I could. 


"It was partly filled with about eight 


pounds of one of the most deadly- 
powder explosives known to science. 
This I removed very carefully, and in 
the bottom of the can found the spring 
detonator. It had been fastened to the 
bottom of the can in such a way that 
If the can had been lifted from the 
floor of the dugout the charge would 
have exploded, and the colonel and his 
party would have been blown to bits. 


"The colonel paled a little when I

13 Month Year, New Calendar Idea 


Scheme Launched by American Equal Month 


Association 


A plan to save $50,000,000 a year in time and $15,000,000 in coin 


ty the addition of a mouth to the present twelve month calendar has 
been launched by the American Equal Month association, according to an 
announcement made by that organization. 


The idea is to divide the year into thirteen months of twenty-eight 


days each, making each month begin with a Monday. This, of course, 
will leave one day lying around loose in an ordinary year, so it is pro- 
posed to make that day New Year's day, an independent legal holiday, 
located between the last calendar day of the previous year and the first 
day of the following year. In leap years the extra day will also be made 
an independent holiday and will be slipped in between two months, where 
it will not be noticed. 


The thirteenth month, or rather the extra month under the proposed 


system, will be called "Liberty," to make the calendar more American, 
the officials of the association say. Thus, the calendar will read January 
February, Liberty, March, etc. 


The saving in money will be through the abolishment of printed cal- 


endars. That is where the saving of time and labor will come in, it is 
averred. 


The officers of the association state that the bill has been very care- 


fully drawn for presentation to congress, and provides that the change 
will take place on Sunday, the first day of 1922.

Tables Are Turned. 


Regarding 1918, Admiral Jellicoe 


says: 


. "The position was assured nnd we 


could have afforded to take risks which 
in 191G would have been unwise. If 
the German fleet bad come out to bat- 
tle, a terrible punishmeut awaited 
them." 


One-third of the admiral's book i« 


devoted to the battle of Jutland. In 
summing up the lessons of the battle. 
Admiral Jellicoe dwells upon "the dan- 
ger involved in leaving too much to 
chance in fleet action, because our fleet 
was the one and only factor vital to 
the existence of the empire, and, in- 
deed, to the allied cause." 


"We had no reserve outside the bat- 


tle fleet which could in any way re- 
place it In the event of disaster or 
iven should its margin of superiority 
be eliminated," the admiral continues. 


Admiral Jellicoe says he knew that 


lis ships were inadequately protected 
with armor compared to the German 
vessels of the battle cruiser type, 
while the German fleet in the battle 
of Jutland was far better off in the 
number of destroyers. In addition, the 
Germans possessed "a most efficient 
armor-piercing shell." 


The admiral continues: 
"When the battle fleets approached 


there was a difference of reckoning 
between the British battle fleet and 
the battle cruiser squadrons, due to 
the cruisers having been engaged for 
several hours and having repeatedly 
altered their course. Hence, instead of 
being encountered right ahead, the ene- 
my appeared on the starboard bow." 


Instant action was necessary, the ad- 


miral says, and he decided to deploy on 
the port wing division, thus compelling 
the Germans to turn off to starboard to 
avoid being crossed. This maneuver, 
which has been described as masterly 
by reviewers, threw the enemy into 
complete confusion. The German com- 
mander in chief realized that his only 
hope lay in escape, profiting by his 
superiority in torpedo craft, low visi- 
bility, the approach of darkness and 
the proximity of his bases and mine 
fields. 


The enemy at this period fired hun- 


dreds of torpedoes, as German officers 
have since stated, Admiral Jellicoe con- 
tinues, and although the Germans were 
in the gravest peril, the position of the 
grand fleet itself was menaced by de- 
termined torpedo attacks 
in thick 


weather. But the British fleet by turn- 
ing its battle line four times during 
the action, the admiral says, got clear 
of the torpedoes, which were racing 
toward the British ships, and defeated 
the tactics upon which the Germans 
based their hopes. 


After estimating the relative strength 


of the two fleets early in the war, Ad- 
miral Jellicoe expresses surprise that 
the Germans were so cautious and 
saj s: 


"If this country in the future de- 


cided to rely for safety against raids 
or invasion on the fleet alone, it i"? 
essential that we possess a consider- 
ably greater margin of superiority over 
i possible enemy in all classes of ves- 
sels than we did in August, 1914."

sentative of the people, with no inter- 
ests Other than those assumed in that 
capacity he entered no claim against 
the railroad.

It*was a very generous act indeed, 


considering that the people he repre- 
sented, having lost their all, could'pay 
no tvlnlner: in fact, t'ie amount he 
could recover, if any at all, being en- 
tirely problematical, no promises of 
compensation were given.

The thirty-right petitions were iden- 


tical, witii the exception of the name 
of the petitioner, and thev set forth 
that the Osigo Valley railroad owned 
a bridge extending across the Grand 
river from \Vostvalia to Ardoola, *'-.,.- 
said bridge be.ng a drawbridge, and 
.the said draw being operated and con- 
trolled by emploje-es of the .said rail- 
road company. 


On tho day of the firo--in fact, at 


practically tlie instant the fire start- 
ed—the draw of the bridge, having 
been opened by employees of the rail- 
road companv to allow the passage of 
a tugboat, also owned by the said com-

Leaving Padua early in the morn- 


ing in one of the powerful automobiles 
of the Italian supreme command, in 
the first party of newspaper men to 
visit these lands reclaimed from Aus- 
tria, I arrived in Trout by way of 
Verona aftei a live-hour ride, during 
which we passed through the wrecked 
villages that mark the old mountain 
battle fronts of the Austrian and Ital- 
ian armies.

The fir«t move of tho railroad's attor- 
neys was to seciiro a consolidation of 
the petitions, agreeing to pay full dam- 
ages in each individual case if they 
lost the case tl-at went to* trial. 


When Lester agreed to that propo- 


sition the petitioners became uneasy 
lost they had made a mistake in in- 
trusting Iheir cases to the young man, 
and when he called only tvo wit- 
nesses—ono plaintiff to establish the 
fact that the fire had occurred, and 
the driver of the fire engine to prove 
that the open draw had caused con- 
siderable delay—and then rested his 
case, a majority of them were quite 
sure that they had made a mistake.

the first sight of war's destruction 
was the little wrecked village of Mar- 
co, for two years uuder shell fire. A.s 
we passed through the place the evi- 
dences of battle were still ample. Aus- 
trian trench helmets, clips of car- 
tridges and discarded trench spaces 
were to be seen scattered among the 
piles of stone and timber of wrecked 
homes. The beautifully frescoed vil- 
lage church was nothing but a shell 
of walls. 


On the rcadway leading up to Marco 


hundreds of Austro-Hungarian prison- 
ers were busy repairing the roadbeds. 
Some 
wore their very ornamental 


dress overcoats lavish in the display 
of knotted braid and fur. 


Towns of the Trentino. 


Trent in itself is a rather inconsid- 


erable town. It had a war-time pop- 
ulation of some 25,000 persons, a large 
majority of whom were Italians, we 
were told. In peace times the popula- 
tion is around 40,000. 
But in the 


whole province of Trentino there are 
more than half a million people, aud 
it is the province, as well as the town, 
that Italy fought for at the eo.st of 
400,000 men killed and nearly a million 
wounded. 


Back of the Italian demand for the 


Trentino is a sentimental reason, and 
a practical commercial reason. For 
the sentimental and national side first, 
Italy points out, through her biggest 
statesmen, generals and propagandists, 
that 420,000 of the 600,000 persons liv- 
ing in the Trentino are Italians speak- 
ing the Italian language. 
Trent as 


well as the smaller 
towns in the 


Trentino, such as Rovereto, Ala, Arco, 
Levico and Pergine, are filled with 
buildings of Italian design, decorated 
with Italian art and using the Italian 
language in the schools and offices. 


We passed through several of these 


towns. The people on the streets were 
as Italian as the street crowds of 
Padua, Verona and Vincenza, citieS of 
the Venetian plain through which we 
passed In the earlier stages of our trip. 


Signs, decades old, on the buildings 


of the Trentino were in Italian, adver- 
tising the wares certain Italian mer- 
chants were trying to sell. 


The fields on either side of the riv- 


or are broken into small lots, thou- 
sands being as small as a city block; 
many are much smaller in order to 
completely fill a segment of rock-lock- 
ed earth. On those plots, that have 
boon leveled with infinite care, the 
farmer of tho Trontino grows grain, 
gardon truck, grapes, and often other 
fruit. Tho grapevines are kept pruned 
to about four and a half foot high for 
tho main stem, which grows to the 
thickness of a man's wrist, while the 
tendrils aro trained onto sticks, or In 
many oa«os to trees that are kept 
pruned down to a thick stump six or 
seven foot high with small branches 
half an inch in thickness protruding 
in a sheaf from the stump. 


Ancient Contiglio Castle. 


During the middle ages Trent was a 


typical lortifiod city crowned with an 
old feudal castle. Built in 1490, this 
stronghold, Castle Consiglio, has come 
down to the present generation iu a 
beautiful state of preservation. While 
the Austriuns held Trent the place 
was used as a kind of town jaiL 
Coasare Battisti, native of Trent, an 
ardent pro-Italian who had the nerve 
to enlist in the Italian army against 
Austria, was shot in the courtyard af 
the castle, and is today the town and 
the Italian nation's martyr. 


Stored in the wonderful old castle 


were 80,000 captured Austrian rilieg. 
Piles of gas masks, trench tools, mur- 
derous trench knives and other odds 
and ends of fighting man's equipment 
wore stacked in several of the large 
rooms. 


In one of the rn^ln corridors was a 


typical Austrian torture machrwe. It 
consisted of two nngs, tho first about 
nine inches from tho floor and the 
second about four feet above ground. 
The practice was to fasten a prison- 
er's ankles to tho lower ring by moans 
of a piece of rope, while the unfortu- 
nate man's hands were tied behind 
him through tbe upper ring. 
This 


threw all the prisoners' weight on the 
wrists and ankles. 
Usually a man 


fainted after several hours. 


Inspection of the old Coasiglio cas- 


tle revealed bow the war machine of 
the sixteenth century—for the castle 
itself was a fort—had been made to 
serve the purposes of the twentieth 
century war lords. 


In the highest room pf the place, a 


circular chamber of the tallest tower, 
was all that remained of a Senaan 
wireless outfit. 
The operators ba<2 


made themselves comfortable in the 
damp old place by putting siorm wSa- 
dows in the loopholes that were oyig- 
inally cut for the convenience of cross- 
bow men. 


To get to the tower one has to pass 


through a frescoed cowrtyard where 
men were hanged centuries ago. About 
live or six feet from tfce old gallows,

AT LAUNCHING 


Scaffold Falls at Merchant 


Shipyard, Harnman, 


PLUNGE 
TO 
DEATH 


The Vessel Gees Down the Ways as 


Victims Struggle For Life 


Search For Bodies.

II tis almost impossible to check up 


the loss by the list of bodies recover- 
ed, as no account of the number of 
persons on the scaffold had been tak- 
en, and the number included many 
who were not enlployed at the "ship- 
yard. 


Many of the bodies, if is believed, 


will ha\e been carried away in the 
swift waters of (he Delaware or wash- 
i!slain"*I the pilings of the ways and 
dock* at Ihe shipyard. 


While the crowd was struggling in 


the water the keypioce holding the 
V.'arkau parted, and the hull slid into 
the water, its suction drawing many 
of the struggling men to (heir death, 
and causing the others to struggle 
more madly than ever to escape death, 
!fc>me of them becoming exhausted and 
sinking from their efforts. 


Tncrs which were to take charge of 


the Waukau and every available craft, 
hurried to the rescue, leaving the ship 
just launched floating helplessly at 
the foot of its way. 


First to the rescue of the drowning 


victims of the accident was a sailor. 
He fought through the crowd at the 
ed«e of the- bank and, jumping into 
the cold water, pulled two drowning 
men to safety. 


Within a few minutes those who had 


not been drawn under by the launch- 
ins: of the Waukua nor who had not 
become axhausted by their struggles 
to escape, and who were still on the 
surface of the water, had been rescu- 
ed. 


They, with others who had managed 


to grab the scaffolding about the hull 
on tJie way from which they fell anf! 
pull themselves to safety, were hur- 
ried to the Harriman hospital, where 
doctors from Bristol and other nearby 
points reinforced the hospital force.
